HARRISBUHCV.May .16.—The Legis- 
lative session of 1907 practical!}' ended 
at 5 o'clock this morning whfm the 
House after u night of flUb-ufiterlng 
decided to adjourn. 
Today the Gen- 


eral Appropriation bill will be dis- 
posed of and the usual.presentation of 
gifts will take place. A rush for out ot 
town trains will bo made. Not In vein's 
have such scenes been, witnessed la 
the Capitol as marked 
the closing 


houro of the Legislature. 


Early yesterday afternoon the Sen- 


ate cleared Us calendar and settled 
down to wait tho pleasure of the 
House. The lower branch found Itself 
clogged In 'the closing hours with con- 
ference repor.-.s, Senate, bills and the 
flotsam and' jetsam of minority objec- 
tion. 
, 


The legislative session, was resum- 


ed at 9.45 wh^re conference reports 
were adopted.. The House struck out 
the Hem of '$10,000 for appraisement 
of properties to be included in the 
proposed Capitol Park extension In 
tho genera! appropriation 
bill 
and 


concurred In other amendments to the 
bill which 
appropriates 
$23,500,000. 


At 11.10 
the House adjourned 
until 


11.IS tomorrow morning- Tho Senate 
took similar action-- About .75 Sen- 
ate bills on the House calendar wore 
cot Acted on. 


Features ^of' the 'day were final pas- 


sage, qf tho Dunsmore Railroad Com- 
mission bill, agreed upon at last night's 
conference and the Casey liability bill. 
The liability bill was the bitterest pill 
negotiated by the coropratlons at this 
session. Its restoration by the Senate 
-to the original form aa passed by the 
House was an unwelcome surprise for 
which Senator Ble-wect of Lackawanna, 
Democrat, Is blamed. When the bill 
was reached in the morning Senator 


( Brown of Philadelphia tried to amend 


by striking out .the contributory-negli- 
gence clause. This was defeated and 
the bill then passed finally b-/ a vote 
of 38 to 7. 


Both branches permitted the Dims- 


more Railroad Commission bill to hang 
fire all day, tho 'Senate unanimously 
adopting at U o'clock the report ot the 
conference 
committee, 
while 
the 


House did not reach tho question un- 
til .10 o'clock, when It accepted the 
report without a dissenting vote. 


Out of tho grist, aa a. whole. It ia

The otih-cr regulation provides 


that shipments from off the B. & O 
destined to points on the New Haven 
railroad will not be -accepu-d unless 
the charges arc fully prepaid through 
to destination -first.

aptte against the now groom, and from 
things the latter heard la tho convicts' 
hut, where ha ivent for his meals, uo 
might have understood 
the reason, 


these same things making him the less 
eager to sec very much more of Pegpy 
tbe cook. 
Still, ho pave her u' wave 


•whenever ae esoicd her In the distance. 
(or he owed the «lrl much already. Ho 
was dally profiting by her good advice, 
•ince no day passed without its meas- 
ure of willful provocation from the 
ruffianly Nat. But Tom was not to be 
provoked by sneer or taunt or oath. 
Moreover, he made an excellent groom 
tntl, being *een no more about the 
house, gave no further occasion to tho 
enemy, who dropped his overt perse- 
cutions, but detested Tom the more 
lor his unexceptionable conduct. 


This feeling was intensified by the 


iffect of th»t conduct In a certain 
quarter. Tour became quite a favorite 
with the despotic old army surgeon,

lit 1 by the great bell clanging In Its 
••ucalyptinn belfry, and all hands -were 
recalled by it between 8 and 8 at night. 


Sunday was a nominal day of rest 


which included two long compulsory 
Barvlces In tho courtyard beneath a 
lavtigc nun. 
Dr. Sullivan read the 


prayers - -1th the voice of an. eiecu- 
tioner. his bamboo cane on the desk 
In front of him for use as * baton 
or as an instrument of correction, for 
the man who dared to smile or to" 
whisper within bis reach. The terrible 


• t!fl man would also take this weekly 


opportunity of animadverting on the 
lost souls and abandoned character of 
his convicts in general, with particular 
illusions to those whose enormities bad 
earned them the lash during the- prc- 
endlng week. He never failed to as- 
»ure future offenders that they would 
b<3 punished without mercy In their 
turn and would aUsli the deals with 
bis cane to emphasize bis words. So 
rnliglon and ferocity ran hand in hand 
ai: Castle Sullivan, nor WPS hypocrisy 
Tory far behind. 
Mr. Nat led the 


h.vmns in a devout, sustained, sten- 
torian bcllo<v, while a maiden sister, 
tlie only lady of the establishment, 
whose voice tlie convicts never heard 
and whose face they seldom saw but 
on these occasions, supplied a per- 
functory accompaniment on. the piano- 
forte. 


Amid the branches of the' red gums 


•without flocks of parrots would chat- 
ter mockingly, their vivid reds and 
yrllows lighting up the somber hues 
of those perennial leaves .that whis- 
jH-red none the less enticingly of cool 
BlfStas In the shads;. Yet Sunday after 
Sunday these tyrannical observances 
wore maintained ami enforced, and 
the evangelical doctor loved to boast 
of the device wbemby ho hud enforced 
tf'em in the beginning. On the first 
Si nday nlao-tetiths of his men hnd 
announced 
themselves Roman 
Cath- 


olics. So he hud drawn up these gentry 
In line outside the palisarto and there 
kept them standing out of earshot, but 
In tte full ftlare of tho sun, during tbe 
en lire service. Aud ou tbe Sunday fol- 
lowing there was not a Roman Cath- 
olic among them. 


\Vhnt remained of their ruined flay 


tht- convicts spent in breaking as many 
»s possible of those commandments 
wLlch Dr. Sullivan had been dinning 
In their ears. Larceny, -however, was 
tho crime most In favor at the form, 
whose boundaries were seldom exempt 
from that foul parasite of tho convict, 
the squatter of the early days. He 
must not bo confounded 
with the 


eqt attar of subsequent civilisation. 
Thy former vrat, u-iuully n tlcket-of- 
leare man, who built himself n hut In 
BD unoccupied spot, with a preference 
for the near neighborhood'6'f 'a plenti- 
ful 
contingent of assigned couvlcts, 


The squatter n-ould supply the convicts 
•with mm. The convict would pay tbe 
fiquntter with the only currency with- 
in his roach—namely, that of stolen 
property. Tho squatter wns sly pub- 
lican and sly pawnbroker In one. and 
a pretty specimen of h!s class hnd his 
\rijwnm and his black gin ou n creek 
not n hundred miles from Custle Sulll- 
rnn 


Hither was Tom tnlten by one oC his 


follows on an curly Sunday evening 
Half 11-dozen others wore there before 
them. 
Not ono of thesu wore sober 


whrn tlu-y arrived. 
Aud the strong 


fumes tempted Tom. 
Smoldering mis- 


ery was In llaiues at this chance or 
flue ichlnu It for the rouce. He might 
havj followed. suit hnd not bis corn- 
pan on produced a screw hammer In 
pnyuent for the liquor. Torn glanced 
•ttlic implement and then at his mate. 


"1 ou're never going to pay with that. 


Mac?" 


••An' what for no?" 
"There's the farm brand staring you 


in the face! It Isn't yours." 


"What's nboot It? If u man mayn't 


bilk the covoa, who may ho bilk? They 
gle us nae wages for our work, BO wo 
wium help ourseH!" 


And ivs th'.a wns the principle of all 


present and Indeed of tho average con- 
vict throughout tho colony, honest Tom 
had no choice but to tnru on bio heel 
nnd wall; away amki tho execrations 
of his fellows. 
But not a hand was 


raised against !ilm. 
Uo had still the 


eye and the bearing that discourage a 
blow. 
Even the elder Sullivan ;hfld 


given up tapping and rapping him 
with that bamboo wand which was 
forever quickening felon fingers and 
sowing black murder In felon hearts. 


But the incident of tbe screw ham-
